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REPORT  OE  THE  SELECTMEN. 


The  Selectmen  of  the  town  of  Weymouth  for  the  year  ending 
March  20,  1865,  respectfully  submit  the  following  Report w 

In  order  to  secure  a  full  statement  of  the  expenditures  of  the 
financial  year  embraced  in  our  Report,  we  have  found  it  necessary 
to  delay  the  printing  of  the  Schedules  to  the  latest  day  consistent 
with  their  distribution  prior  to  the  Annual  Meeting,  and  although 
thus  delayed  considerable  labor  has  been  required  to  induce  those 
holding  demands  against  the  town  to  present  them  seasonably. 
We  ask  leave  to  suggest  for  the  benefit  of  those  who  may  here¬ 
after  perform  the  duty  of  compiling  Annual  statements  of  expen¬ 
ses,  that  the  presentation  of  all  bills  before  the  first  day  of  March 
would  confer  a  favor  upon  the  citizens  of  the  town,  as  well  as 
upon  their  servants. 

A  slight  excess  only  above  the  appropriation  for  that  object  has 
been  expended  in  the  repairs  of  roads  the  past  year,  and  this 
excess  has  been  caused  mostly  by  recent  damages  resulting  from 
heavy  rains,  and  as  under  our  present  system,  the  surveyors  have 
usually  expended  their  whole  appropriation  before  the  Winter,  it 
seems  to  be  necessary  that  a  small  reserve  fund  should  be  held  by 
the  Selectmen  to  meet  the  exigencies  of  the  early  Spring.  In 
accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  town,  we  have  caused  the  new 
street  ,  at  East  Weymouth,  leading  from  Broad  to  Commercial 
Street,  to  be  worked  at  the  expense  hereinafter  stated ;  but  we 
have  been  unable  to  comply  with  our  instructions  to  provide  an 
outlet  for  the  water  which  periodically  overflows  the  northerly 
end  of  Pearl  Street,  for  the  want  of  the  assent  of  the  owners  of 
either  of  the  lots  of  land  through  which  such  drainage  must  be 
effected ;  and  as  we  are  informed  by  those  familiar  with  the 
locality,  that  this  flowage  has  been  caused  mainly  by  the  filling 
made  upon  his  own  land  by  Mr.  Thomas  Bicknell,  (confirmed  as 
this  information  is  by  our  own  observation,)  wre  liave  deemed  it 
proper  to  recommend  that  the  town  avail  itself  of  its  legal  rem¬ 
edies  for  the  injuries  thus  suffered. 
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Agreeably  to  our  instructions,  we  have  numbered  the  several 
School  Districts  in  the  town  in  the  manner  following,  viz : — 
Those  Districts  embraced  within  the  territorial  limits  which  re¬ 
spectively  comprised  the  late  Districts  known  as  the  “  First,” 

“  Second,”  “  Third,”  “  Fourth,”  “  Fifth,”  “  Sixth,”  u  Ninth,”  and 
“  Tenth,”  to  be  known  and  designated  respectively  by  the  num¬ 
bers  and  appellations  by  which  the  same  territory  was  formerly 
designated ;  the  territory  embraced  within  the  limits  of  the  late 
“  Seventh ”  and  “  Eighth”  Districts,  to  be  designated  as  the 
“Seventh”  District;  and  the  District  occupying  the  territory  of 
the  late  “  Eleventh  ”  District  to  be  numbered  and  known  as  the 
“Eighth”  District. 

The  Liquor  Agency  has  been  continued  during  the  year  under 
the  charge  of  Amos  S.  White,  Esq.,  and  has  been  conducted  in  a 
satisfactory  manner  and  with  the  result  exhibited  in  the  annexed 
statement. 

The  calls  of  the  Government  for  volunteer  soldiers  from  this 
town  during  the  past  year,  have  been  promptly  responded  to,  ’and 
principally  filled  by  the  enlistment  of  our  own  citizens.  With 
the  exception  of  a  small  deficiency  on  the  first  of  June,  caused 
by  the  failure  of  the  Government  to  allow  Naval  credits,  as  had 
been  expected,  the  town  has  not  at  any  time  been  liable  to  a  Draft, 
but  the  unusual  demand  for  labor,  and  the  lively  competition 
between  the  various  cities  and  towns  of  the  State  to  secure  to 
themselves  the  allowance  of  credit  for  the  enlistment  of  Recruits 
not  resident  in  their  respective  localities,  have  rendered  our  duties 
as  Recruiting  Officers  more  arduous  and  embarrassing  than  at  any 
former  period,  and  these  duties  in  connection  with  a  large  amount 
of  labor  in  the  revision  of  our  Enrolment,  and  the  payment  of  Aid, 
Allotments  and  Bounties,  have  occupied  a  very  considerable  part 
of  our  time,  and  contributed  to  swell  the  disbursements  of  the 
town  to  a  sum  larger  than  ever  before  expended  within  a  single 
year :  but  the  continued  successes  of  the  victorious  armies  of  the 
Union  furnish  good  ground  for  the  confident  expectations  which 
we,  in  common  with  all  loyal  citizens,  are  happy  to  cherish,  that 
no  future  year  will  require  an  equal  expenditure  of  treasure  and 
of  life  for  the  maintenance  of  the  integrity  of  the  Union  and  the 
supremacy  of  just  laws.

REPORT  OE  THE  OVERSEERS  OF  THE  POOR. 


The  Overseers  of  the  Poor  of  the  Town  of  Weymouth,  for  the 
year  ending'  February  1,  1865,  respectfully  ask  leave  to  make 
the  following  Report :  — 

At  the  commencement  of  the  year  we  contracted  with  Jonathan 
C.  Martin,  to  take  charge  of  the  Almshouse  and  Town  Farm,  for 
three  hundred  dollars  for  one  year ;  his  labors  commenced  the 
first  day  of  April.  After  about  five  months  labor,  to  our  entire 
satisfaction,  he  was,  on  the  twenty-third  day  of  August,  removed 
by  death,  much  to  the  regret  and  disappointment  of  the  Overseers, 
and  others  that  had  become  acquainted  with  him.  At  that  time 
we  found  it  necessary  to  make  some  arrangements  for  the  future, 
and,  after  consulting  with  Mrs.  Martin,  we  secured  her  services 
until  the  Close  of  the  year,  which  have  been  perfectly  satisfactory. 

The  number  of  paupers  in  the  house  at  the  commencement  of 
the  year  was  twenty-five ;  the  whole  number  during  the  year, 
thirty-four ;  the  average,  twenty-one  and  one-third ;  the  number 
at  the  close  of  the  year,  twenty-two. ' 

The  whole  sum  drawn  from  the  Treasury,  for  the  support  of  the 
poor  in  the  house,  including  the  salary  of  the  Superintendent,  has 
been  two  thousand  thirty-six  dollars  and  thirty-four  cents.  We 
have  allowed  the  Town  three  hundred  dollars  for  the  use  of  the 
farm,  making  the  whole  cost  of  the  poor  in  the  house  twenty- two 
hundred  and  forty-four  dollars. 

We  have  received  of  the  town  for  labor  on  roads,  one  thousand 
dollars,  and  have  paid  for  labor  for  same,  four  hundred  and  forty 
dollars  ;  the  extra  expense  for  teams,  &c.,  would  amount  to  about 
one  hundred  dollars,  leaving  a  net  profit  to  the  town  of  four 
hundred  and  forty  dollars. 

The  amount  charged  by  the  Overseers  for  their  services  and 
expenses,  has  been  one  hundred  and  eighty-one  dollars. 

The  expense  of  each  pauper  per  week  has  been  two  dollars  and 
two  cents. 

The  expense  of  the  poor  out  of  the  house  amounts  to  seven¬ 
teen  hundred  and  seventeen  dollars  and  sixty-five  cents,  six 
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hundred  and  six  dollars  and  fifty-nine  cents  of  the  above  has 
been  paid  to  the  State  Lunatic  Hospitals  at  Taunton  and  Worees-  * 
ter,  and  we  have  received  of  other  towns  for  support  of  paupers, 
one  hundred  and  thirty-four  dollars,  which,  with  that  paid  at  the 
hospitals  deducted  from  the  above  amount,  leaves  a  balance  for 
the  actual  cost  of  the  poor  out  of  the  house  nine  hundred  and 
seventy-seven  dollars  and  six  cents.

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REPORT 

OF  THE 

SCHOOL  COMMITTEE. 


The  School  Committee  of  the  Town  of  Weymouth  respect¬ 
fully  submit  the  following  Report : 

Appropriation,  and  Manner  of  Expenditure. 

The  sum  appropriated  by  the  town  for  the  support  of 
Schools  was  $9,700,  one  thousand  of  the  sum  being  a  special 
appropriation  for  the  support  of  a  High  School,  to  be  kept  at 
the  Town-House  ,*  the  whole  to  be  expended  under  the  direc¬ 
tion  of  the  Committee.  Your  Committee  found,  upon  consulta- 
tion,.that  the  interests  of  the  town  and  its  various  localities 
required  the  establishing  of  thirty-one  schools,  beside  the  High 
School;  viz.,  seven  Grammar,  one  Mixed,  ten  Intermediate, 
thirteen  Primaries.  We  also  adopted  the  following  tariff  of 
wages :  for  male  Grammar  teachers  (if  those  competent  could 
not  be  obtained  for  less),  $500  per  year;  for  female  Grammar, 
and  Mixed,  $6  per  week;  for  Intermediate,  $5£  per  week;  for 
Primary,  $5  per  week.  The  length  of  high,  grammar,  and 
mixed  schools,  to  be  forty  weeks.  Intermediate,  and  primaries, 
thirty-eight  weeks ;  thereby  adopting  the  democratic  doctrine, 
that  each  scholar  of  the  same  grade  in  town,  should  have  the 
same  length  of  school,  and  a  teacher  of  the  same  value  (in  a

pecuniary  sense,  at  least).  This  tariff  of  wages  was  considered 
t  as  low  as  it  could  be  made,  and  command  even  respectable 
talent  for  teachers.  Upon  comparing  the  result  of  the  above 
with  the  appropriation,  we  found  that  it  would  be  impossible 
to  establish  six  grammar  schools,  to  be  taught  by  male 
teachers,  as  the  year  previous,  and  keep  within  your  appro¬ 
priation;  consequently  we  located  a  grammar  school  with 
jnale  teacher  at  the  north  part  of  the  town,  one  at  the  south, 
one  at  the  Landing,  and  an  extra  school  at  the  east.  Subse¬ 
quently,  upon  action  of  the  town,  a  male  teacher  was  substituted 
for  the  female,  at  East  Weymouth.  We  found  it  necessary,  in 
order  to  retain  our  very  efficient  teacher  of  the  High  School, 
to  advance  his  compensation.  Some  of  the  teachers  have  been 
in  the  market  for  better  pay;  and  have  left,  to  the  great  injury 
of  schools.  We  have  expended  your  appropriation  with  that 
economy  and  faithfulness  which  we  believe  the  great  cause  of 
education  demands ;  and,  although  the  incidental  expenses  have 
greatly  advanced  during  the  year,  the  expense  incurred  has 
not  exceeded  much,  if  any,  the  sum  appropriated. 

Superintendent. 

In  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  town,  we  employed  a 
Superintendent  of  Schools,  at  a  salary  of  $500.  Rev.  D.  F. 
Goddard,  Superintendent  of  the  previous  year,  was  engaged. 
After  entering  upon  his  work  with  his  accustomed  enthusiasm, 
#  and  getting  the  schools  into  running  order,  he  resigned.  Feel¬ 
ing  it  obligatory  upon  us  to  carry  out  the  vote  of  the  town,  and 
that  under  the  circumstances  the  schools  were  like  sheep  with¬ 
out  a  shepherd,  we  made  all  due  haste  to  fill  the  vacancy, 
and  Rev.  Calvin  Terry  was  chosen  to  the  position.  Your 
Committee  believe,  that  the  true  ideal  of  a  Superintendent 
is  a  live  man,  with  good  judgment,  common-sense,  and  of 
sufficient  attainments  to  examine  critically  any  of  our  teachers 
and  schools,  and  who  is  willing  with  an  undivided  interest  to 
devote  his  whole  time,  when  they  are  in  session,  to  the  interests 
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of  the  schools.  With  such  a  Superintendent,  we  believe  the 
interests  of  the  schools  would  be  promoted,  and,  in  a  large 
town  like  this,  money  well  spent.  The  market  value  of  the 
services  of  a  Superintendent  of  this  description,  we  believe,  is 
much  more  than  the  sum  authorized  to  be  paid.  Tlfe  Superin¬ 
tendent  has  the  sole  charge  of  the  schools,  subject  to  the 
direction  of  the  Committee  as  a  whole;  and  his  duties,  if 
properly  attended  to,  must  be  very  arduous.  We  have  thirty- 
two  schools;  the  teachers  are  to  be  examined  by  him  in 
connection  with  the  Committee ;  also  all  applicants  for  admis¬ 
sion  to  the  High  School.  Lectures  once  a  month  to  the  High 
School.  Monthly  report  to  the  Committee,  and  a  visit  as 
often  as  once  a  month  to  each  school,  which  would  make 
some  three  hundred  and  twenty  regular  visits,  beside  a  great 
many  special,  which  would  be  necessary.  You  will  see  at 
a  glance  that  these  duties,  if  faithfully  performed,  would  absorb 
all  of  the  Superintendent’s  time.  The  efficiency  of  very  many 
of  our  teachers,  and  the  consequent  welfare  of  the  schools, 
depend  very  much  upon  the  Superintendent.  If  a  teacher 
who  has  had  ho  previous  experience,  goes  into  a  school,  and  is 
allowed  unadvisedly  to  experiment  away  the  first  month  of  the 
term,  much  valuable  time  may  be  lost  to  the  school,  and  many 
practices  may  obtain  that  will  run.  on  through  the  term,  to  its 
great  injury.  Now  this  teacher  may  possess  all  the  requisites 
for  success,  and  yet,  for  the  want  of  a  few  words  of  timely 
acfvice  and  counsel  at  the  starting-point,  may  make  a  failure 
with  the  school;  and  the  same  may  be  the  case  with  even 
experienced  teachers.  Then,  again,  a  teacher  may  pass  a  bril¬ 
liant  theoretical  examination,  and  yet  upon  going  into  a  school 
may  prove  to  be  entirely  destitute  of  the  practical  qualifica¬ 
tions  necessary,  if  the  Superintendent  is  so  anxious  to  pay 
tribute  to  the  “hand  that  feeds”  as  to  allow  it  to  drown  out 
all  his  moral  courage, —  or,  in  other  words,  if  he  is  destitute  of 
that  Yankee  product,  sometimes  denominated  “pluck,” —  so  that 
he  glosses  over  manifestly  incompetent  teachers,  the  schools 
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must  suffer  on,  possibly  through  the  year.  Your  Committee  do 
not  offer  this  in  any  sense  as  a  criticism  upon  our  past  Super¬ 
intendents,  of  whom  the  duties  enumerated  have  not  been 
rigidly  required,  for  obvious  reasons;  but  simply  to  direct 
your  attention  to  the  importance  of  the  subject,  so  that  if  you 
deem  it  expedient  to  employ  a  Superintendent,  his  compensa¬ 
tion  may  be  such  as  will  command  a  suitable  person,  of  whom 
your  Committee  may  exact  the  full  performance  of  his  duties. 
We  would  recommend  to  the  town  the  employment  of  a  Super¬ 
intendent,  the  compensation  to  be  fixed  by  the  Committee. 

Grammar  Schools. 

♦ 

After  your  Committee  had  located  the  grammar  schools  for 
the  year,  and  given  permission  for  scholars  in  two  or  three 
contiguous  districts  to  attend  the  same  school,  the  town  voted 
to  re-establish  the  district  lines.  We  thought  that,  as  the 
schools  were  then  in  progress,  and  many  parents  presented 
remonstrants  against  the  exclusion  of  these  children  from  the 
schools,  that  to  then  exclude  them  would  materially  injure 
the  schools.  We  have  therefore  allowed  this  arrangement  to 
remain  in  full  force  through  the  year ;  but,  in  the  future,  unless 
some  arrangement  is  made  by  the  town,  it  will  be  the  duty  of 
your  Committee  to  see,  that  a  scholar  resident  in  a  particular 
district  receives  only  the  school  privileges  existing  in  that 
district,  —  of  course,  excepting  the  High  School.  We  feel  that 
this  is  a  matter  of  much  importance,  and  should  receive  tfie 
careful  consideration  of  the  town. 

It  appears  to  us  that  there  should  be  at  least  four  grammar 
schools,  taught  by  male  or  first-class  female  teachers,  located 
in  the  four  principal  centres  of  population  in  town,  and  of 
such  a  grade  as  to  afford  a  good  practical  education  for  all 
those  who  may  not  wish  to  attend  the  High  School.  The  old 
system  of  mixed  schools  has,  to  use  an  expression  of  common 
parlance,  “played  out,”  in  towns  of  the  size  of  ours.  No 
business  man  could  remain  solvent  any  great  length  of  time,

and  conduct  his  business  upon  any  such  principle.  By  estab¬ 
lishing  these  grammar  schools,  we  can  have  a  system  that 
approximates  to  a  thoroughly  graded  system. 

Truancy.  '  • 

There  is  one  great  evil  connected  with  our  schools ;  and  that 
is,  the  large  ratio  of  absentees.  We  believe  that  this  is  not  in 
very  many  cases  traceable  to  the  parents,  or  to  circumstances 
of  necessity,  but  to  the  truancy  of  the  child ;  and  in  this  con¬ 
nection  we  would  recommend  the  passing,  by  the  town,  to 
carry  into  effect  an  Act  passed  by  the  Legislature,  February 
14,  1862,  By-laws  something  like  the  following,  which  have 
been  adopted  in  many  towns  with  good  results :  — 

11  Every  child  in  the  town  between  the  ages  of  seven  and 
sixteen  years,  who  shall  be  an  habitual  truant  from  school, 
shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars,  to  be 
recovered  to  ‘the  use  of  the  town,  on  complaint  before  a  trial 
justice,  or  court,  or  by  confinement  in  the  State  Beform  School 
at  Westboro’  for  a  term  not  exceeding  two  years  at  any  one 
time.  Every  child  in  town,  between  the  ages  of  seven  and 
sixteen  years,  who  shall  not  attend  school,  and  not  be  engaged 
in  any  lawful  and  regular  occupation,  growing  up  in  ignorance, 
shall  be  punished  by  a  fine,  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars,  to  be 
recovered  to  the  use  of  the  town,  on  complaint  before  a  trial 
justice,  or  court,  or  by  confinement  in  the  State  Reform  School 
at  Westboro’  for  a  term  not  exceeding  two  years  at  any  one 
time.”  Also,  the  appointment  of  truant  officers  to  carry  them 
into  effect. 

Future  Appropriations. 

In  conclusion,  we  would  gall  your  attention  to  the  practical 
fact,  that  looks  us  all  every  day  in  the  face :  that  one  dollar  in 
peace,  is  as  much,  for  purposes  of  expense,  as  two  dollars  in  a 
time  of  war,  like  the  present;  also,  that  the  garment  that 
formerly  fitted  the  boy  cannot  be  expected  to  be  well  adapted 
to  the  man.  Teachers  must  have  more  pay.  Incidental 
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expenses  are  much  greater.  Our  town  is  growing,  even  in 
these  war  times.  We  have  some  seventeen  hundred  children 
legally  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  the  common  schools.  The 
average  amount  of  money  appropriated  by  the  towns  through¬ 
out  the  StSte,  including  voluntary  contributions,  for  the  years 

_  •  • 

1861-2-3,  was,  per  scholar,  $6.15.  The  large  towns,  generally 
on  account  of  greater  advantages  enjoyed,  being  much  in  excess 
of  the  average;  yet  our  town,  which  is  among  the  largest, 
appropriated  for  those  years  $5,17.9  per  scholar,  being  much 
less  than  the  average  throughout  the  State.  If  we  have  been 
economical  in  the  past,  cannot  we  afford  to  be  generous  now 
that  an  emergency  has  arisen?  What  has  been  one  of  the 
greatest  instrumentalities  in  making  New  England  the  mighty 
power  that  she  is,  and  her  sons  the  directors  and  moulders  of 
Society  wherever  they  locate  ?  We  answer,  her  common-school 
system.  The  time  was  when  education  was  considered  fit  only 
for  the  forward  few ;  it  was  said  the  child  must  not  learn  to 
read,  for  it  would  read  that  which  was  injurious ;  must  not  learn 
to  write,  for  it  would  forge ;  but,  thanks  be  to  the  common- 
school  system,  that  idea,  born  of  bigotry  and  intolerance,  is 
exploded,  and  the  masses  have  the  field  open  to  them  to  prove 
the  truth  of  the  noble  sentiment,  —  “Man  from  no  condition 
rises,”  or  of  the  Scotch  Poet  Burns, — 

,  «  \ 

“  The  rank  is  but  the  guinea  stamp, 

The  man  is  the  gowd  for  a’  that.” 

It  is  only  a  short  time  since  the  privileges  now  enjoyed  by 
the  poorest  child  in  town  could  only  be  enjoyed  by  those 
children  whose  parents  could  afford  to  send  them  away,  at 
great  expense,  to  academies,  and  institutions  of  learning.  We 
believe  it  is  not  too  much  to  say,  that  there  now  exists  in  our 
town,  facilities  for  obtaining,  by  any  child,  an  education,  which, 
so  far  as  books  are  concerned,  will  equal  the  average  education 
of  all  our  Presidents,  from  Washington,  down.  We  believe 
that  the  permanency  of  our  republican  form  of  government 
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depends  upon  the  education  of  the  masses :  that  an  educated 
conscience  and  intellect  are  better  and  cheaper  protections  to 
life,  liberty,  and  property,  than  bolts  and  bars,  or  prison  walls. 
We  trust  the  town  will  in  the  future,  as  in  the  jpast,  make 
liberal  provision  for  the  support  of  schools,  —  taking  into 
account  the  exigencies  of  the  times,  not  give  heed  to  that 
narrow,  chimney-corner,  door-yard  economy,  that  says,  hoard 
up  the  dollar  to-day,  and  let  the  tares  grow  in  the  future ;  but, 
rather  keep  the  flag  of  education  constantly  ascending  upon 

the  mast  of  perfection,  until  it  reaches  the  masthead.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S  REPORT. 


In  presenting  the  Report  of  the  Schools  for  another  year, 
it  is  fit  to  place  on  record,  with  gratitude  to  God,  the  fact,  that, 
while  it  has  been  a  year  of  terrible  war  in  our  country,  by 
which  large  portions  have  been  made  desolate  and  waste,  we 
have  been  so  little  affected  that  no  interruption  has  been 
suffered  in  our  schools  in  .consequence  of  the  war;  nor  has 
there  been  any  diminution  in  the  appropriations  of  money,  or 
in  the  length  of  terms ;  but  quietly,  peacefully,  prosperously, 
these  fundamental  institutions  of  our  civil  government,  and  of 
our  political  and  social  organizations,  have  been  doing  their 
work,  —  training  up  recruits  to  repair  the  waste  of  time  and 
service,  and  to  fill  the  various  places  of  duty,  responsibility, 
and  honor  in  our  great  and  growing  country,  which  will 
speedily  be  opened  in  every  part  to  educated  talent  and  enter¬ 
prise. 

No  other  object  ordinarily  receives  a  larger  appropriation  of 
money,  none  properly  engages  more  deeply  the  attention  and 
solicitude  of  the  people,  than  this.  The  educational  interests 
appeal  directly  to  nearly  every  family;  they  indirectly,  at 
least,  concern  every  individual;  for  all  our  privileges  —  all 
that  is  dear  in  our  American  Institutions  —  depend  upon  them. 
The  first  law  of  our  being  —  that  of  self-preservation  — 
requires,  -that  these  interests  be  tenderly  cherished,  and 

bountifully  provided  for.  No  personal  or  local  prejudice,  or 

\ 

party  feeling,  should  be  allowed  to  enter  our  deliberations,  or 
influence  our  actions  in  these  matters. 

This  Report  covers  the  year  since  June  1.  At  that  time  the 
schools  were  all  immediately  visited,  and  they  were  accepted 


as  in  fair  working  order;  except  a  few  cases  in  which  the 
grading  and  organization  could  plainly  be  improved,  or  young 
and  inexperienced  teachers,  or  some  who  had  not  taught  in  town, 
required  prompt  and  special  attention.  And  they  have  been 
visited  once  each  month,  and  oftener  when  needed,  and  much 
time  has  also  been  spent  in  adjusting  difficulties,  hearing  com¬ 
plaints,  and  in  restoring  expelled  or  repelled  scholars. 

The  number  of  schools  kept  during  the  year  is  thirty-two 
—  thirteen  Primary,  ten  Intermediate,  two  Mixed,  six  Gram¬ 
mar,  and  the  High  School.  Five,  including  the  High  School 
have  been  taught  by  male  teachers;  the  others,  by  females. 
The  number  of  scholars  in  all  the  schools,  1731;  males,  897; 
females,  844.  The  number  in  each  school  has  ranged  from  34 
to  79,  being  an  average  of  about  54  to  each.  The  studies 
pursued,  are  Heading,  Spelling,  Writing,  Geography,  Grammar, 
Mental  and  Written  Arithmetic,  Algebra,  History,  Science 
of  common  things  and  Natural  Philosophy,  Intellectual  and 
Moral  Philosophy,  English  Literature  and  Bhetoric,  Geology, 
Zoology,  Geometry,  Book-keeping,  Surveying,  Trigonometry; 
Composition  and  Declamation,  Chemistry,  Latin,  Greek,  French, 
Ancient  Geography  and  Classical  Manual. 

The  teachers,  as  a  class,  have  devoted  themselves  in  cease¬ 
less  toil  and  anxiety  to  the  interests  of  the  schools,  and  have 
richly  deserved  the  kind  sympathies  and  frank  co-operation  of 
the  people  in  their  faithful  labors.  It  is,  However,  an  obvious 
fact,  that  those  work  the  most  understandingly  and  skillfully 
who  have  had  special  training  for  the  service,  either  in  a  Normal 
School  or  the  High  School,  or  by  a  fair  equivalent  in  practical 
teaching.  It  costs  too  much  to  train  teachers  who  lack  the 
essential  qualifications,  while  they  have  charge  of  a  school,  and 
at  the  expense  of  the  time  and  prosperity  of  the  school. 

Some  of  the  schools  have  been  seriously  interrupted  by 
sickness  of  teachers,  and  embarrassed  during  the  Winter  term 
by  the  rooms  not  being  seasonably  warmed  and  duly  cared  for* 
Both  teachers  and  scholars  have  suffered  in  their  health. 
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Discipline. 

The  discipline  and  order  of  the  schools,  in  most  cases, 
have  been  satisfactory.  In  some  two  or  three  cases,  it  is 
believed,  a  more  judicious  course  might  have  been  taken. 
Having  laid  down  rules,  and  committed  themselves  to  a 
specific  policy,  the  teachers  have  felt  bound  to  punish  corpo¬ 
rally,  simply  because  they  said  they  would ;  and  scholars  not 
having  erred  intentionally,  and  keenly  sensitive  to  the  seeming 
injustice  of  the  act,  have  suffered  themselves  to  be  expelled 
from  school  rather  than  submit  to  it;  and,  being  restored,  have 
been  repelled  by  a  repetition  of  it.  Had  the  teachers  reserved 
to  themselves  freedom  of  choosing  the  time  and  mode  of  pun¬ 
ishing  any  technical  or  real  offences  which  might  occur,  so  as 
to  have  due  regard  to  the  intention  and  general  character  of 
the  offender,  this  might  have  been  avoided.  In  the  higher 
grades  of  schools,  especially,  it  cannot  often  be  necessary  or 
profitable  to  beat  scholars  in  the  presence  of  the  school.  If 
there  are  any  whom  other  and  rational  influences  cannot 
control,  they  can  be  expelled;  and,  notice  being  given  to 
the  parent  and  Superintendent,  as  the  regulations  require, 
they  will  have  opportunity,  by  co-operating,  to  enforce  in  a 
more  effectual  manner  the  discipline  of  law,  till  the  delinquent 
is  prepared  to  return  with  a  better  mind ;  while,  at  the  same 
time,  the  majesty  of  authority,  and  the  dignity  of  the  teacher 

and  of  the  school,  are  fully  preserved.  To  mortify  for  slight 

% 

cause,  either  by  whipping  or  by  sarcasm,  those  whose  general 
conduct  is  good,  or  to  provoke  the  resentment  of  any  of  a 
mercurial  or  vindictive  temperament,  is  alike  unwise  and 
hazardous.  Schools  are  governed  by  authority  reasonably 
exercised ;  and  gentleness  and  firmness  should  blend  in  disci¬ 
pline,  while  due  care  is  exercised  not  to  displease  those  whom 
one  would  benefit  by  instruction.  The  way  is  open  to  all,  to 
refer  any  grievances  which  may  arise  to  the  Committee  in 
charge,  who  may  be  expected  to  hear  with  patience  and  to 
judge  with  candor,  and  to  act  in  view  of  the  facts  in  a  spirit  of 
kindness  and  impartial  justice  to  all  parties. 
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Teaching. 

The  style  of  teaching  has  generally  improved  during  the 
year.  In  some  cases  where  at  the  first  it  was  loose,  inaccu¬ 
rate,  and  indefinite,  it  has  improved  to  a  degree  of  thoroughness, 
breadth,  and  clearness,  quite  satisfactory.  In  others,  there  is 
much  room  for  improvement  still.  Scholars  can  be  taught 
more  than  the  mere  letter  of  the  text-books.  To  think  and 
reason,  and  understand  the  subjects  independently  of  the  rules 
and  forms  of  statement  in  their  lessons,  is  a  necessity.  To 
read  as  one  travels  a  beaten  path,  who  is  careful  only  to  keep 
his  feet  on  the  track,  and  is  blind  to  the  scenery  of  the  country 
he  passes  through,  —  to  the  flowers,  and  fields,  orchards, 
gardens,  groves,  works  of  art,  or  the  gems  and  minerals  which 
crop  out  from  the  soil,  is  not  to  read  with  profit.  It  is  not 
truly  studying  the  art  of  reading.  So  of  the  other  studies ; 
we  must  know  what  words  and  sentences  mean,  not  simply  how 
they  sound .  The  practice  of  prompting  the  scholars,  and  help¬ 
ing  them  over  every  little  hard  place  or  obstacle,  too  prevalent 
in  schools,  has  been  steadily  discountenanced.  To  learn  how  to 
study,  and  to  gain  mental  discipline  and  self-reliance  in  thought, 
with  precision  of  speech,  is  a  leading  object  in  school  education; 
which  is  defeated  by  this  practice  of  prompting,  and,  also,  by 
the  merely  mechanical,  or  memoriter  style  of  recitation. 

As  my  predecessor  represented  the  schools  as  duly  graded 
and  organized  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  no  great  alteration 
was  made  during  the  Summer  term.  At  the'  beginning  of  the 
Fall  and  Winter  term,  this  subject  received  special  attention ; 
and  the  schools  were  re-organized,  so  far  as  they  required  it, 
and  could  be  improved ;  and  they  were  graded  so  as  to  equalize 
the  number  of  scholars  in  the  different  departments  where 
practicable,  and  to  fill  up  the  grammar  schools  with  at  least 
a  respectable  number  of  scholars.  It  has  been  difficult  to  find 
a  sufficient  number  of  scholars  qualified  to  enter  the  grammar 
schools.  Several  of  these  schools,  which  were  in  charge  of 
male  teachers,  were  visited  repeatedly  during  the  Summer 
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term,  when  there  were  less  than  twenty  present;  and  it  was 
necessary  to  introduce  classes  from  the  intermediate  schools, 
in  order  to  make  a  fair  show  of  a  school,  and  to  stimulate  the 
teachers  with  the  feeling  that  the  school  in  hand  was  worthy 
of  their  time  and  labor. 

At  the  end  of  seven  months,  two  of  the  male  teachers 

* 

resigned  their  places,  to  accept  of  others,  offering  more  pay ; 
to  the  serious  damage  of  the  schools. 

Intermediate  Schools. 

The  Intermediate  Schools,  with  one  exception,  began  with 
experienced  teachers,  in  whose  charge  they  were  excellent 
schools.  The  permanent  loss  of  health  of  one  of  our  most 
faithful  and  successful  teachers,  in  the  Ninth  District,  is 
deeply  regretted.  "Without  any  disparagement  of  those  who 
may  succeed  her,  it  is  proper  to  say,  that  it  will  be  difficult  to 
secure  one  who  can  fill  her  place  in  that  school. 

The  grading  of  these  schools  is  the  most  perfect,  and  the 
organization  the  most  simple  of  all;  and,  with  competent 
teachers,  they  should  make  great  progress. 

Mixed  Schools. 

The  two  Mixed  Schools  have  combined  Primary  and  Inter¬ 
mediate,  with  a  small  element  of  Grammar  Schools.  They 
necessarily  demand  much  labor,  and  every  variety  of  good 
quality  and  experience  of  their  teachers.  Both  have  been 
fortunate  in  the  selection. 

Primary  Schools. 

Of  these  there  have  been  thirteen.  Only  two  inexperienced 
teachers  have  been  employed  in  them ;  and  these  had  been  well 
trained  in  our  High  School,  which  is  as  good  as  years  of 
experience  in  some  circumstances.  All  have  been  good  schools 
for  the  places ;  some  have  been  very  excellent. 
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It  is  a  delicate  and  responsible  position  to  have  charge  of  a 
Primary  School :  — 

“Just  as  the  twig  is  bent,  the  tree’s  inclined.” 

Here  the  child  receives  his  first  impressions  of  school-life, 
and  forms  those  habits  which  will  cleave  to  him,  for  good  or 
evil,  through  his  entire  course.  Good  judgment  (and  I  might 
say  good  health),  a  kind  heart ;  vivacity,  tact,  familiarity  with 
and  love  of  children;  gentleness  and  firmness;  every  good 
social,  motherly  quality,  with  cultivation  and  experience,  and 
sound  common  sense,  —  will  be  in  constant  demand.  From 
morn  till  night,  the  teacher  must  draw  upon  her  own  mental 
and  moral  resources,  to  keep  up  the  interest,  vivacity,  and 
cheerfulness  of  the  scholars;  and,  carefully  guarding  against 
bad  habits  and  “school  tones,”  she  will  need  to  inculcate 
habits  of  accuracy,  naturalness,  and  vigor ;  so  that  when  the 
little  scions  in  learning  pass  from  her  hands  to  a  higher  grade, 
they  will  not  be  deformed  or  marred  through  neglect,  or  bad 
training,  nor  crushed  by  severity  or  moroseness.  Her  disci¬ 
pline  should  be  gentle,  but  firm ;  always  kind  and  encouraging ; 
never  abusive  and  terrifying.  If  ever  the  rod  is  used,  which 
should  not  be  often,  it  should  be  so  applied  as  to  leave  its 
mark  on  the  mind  and  soul  rather  than  on  the  flesh. 

% 

Examination. 

The  examinations  at  the  close  of  the  Summer  term  were  gen¬ 
erally  informal  and  private;  at  the  close  of  the  Winter  term 
they  were  all  public,  and,  many  of  them,  attended  by  a  crowd 
of  friends.  They  were  conducted  in  such  manner  as  to  detect 
any  special  efforts  at  false  display.  The  teachers  were  allowed 
to  select  a  part  of  the  questions,  examples,  &c. ;  the  super¬ 
intendent  selected  the  rest,  so  as  to  cover  the  subjects  studied 
during  the  term. 
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Vacation. 

The  vacation  between  the  Summer  and  Winter  terms  was 
five  weeks,  including  August ;  and  there  was  a  recess  of  two 
weeks  in  the  Winter  term,  including  Thanksgiving. 

It  would  be  better  to  have  the  Summer  vacation  include 
both  July  and  August;  as  the  attendance  in  July  is  irregular? 
and  the  interest  of  the  scholars  languishes,  and  there  is  but 
little  if  any  profit  in  the  schools  at  that  time,  unless  we 
except  the  Primary,  and,  perhaps,  the  High  School. 

If  a  regular  system  of  gradation  in  all  the  schools,  and 
a  corresponding  course  of  studies  for  each  grade,  could  be 
introduced,  it  would  materially  reduce  the  labor  of  the 
teachers,  and  improve  the  schools  in  each  grade. 


FIRST  DISTRICT. 

The  school-rooms  in  this  district  are  very  neat  and  conve¬ 
nient,  and  well  kept.  Some  inconvenience  was  experienced  in 
the  Winter  months,  from  the  rooms  not  being  always  season¬ 
ably  warmed. 

Grammar  Department.  —  The  former  accomplished  and 
faithful  teacher  taught  this  school  successfully  till  Decem¬ 
ber  ;  when  he  suddenly  left,  to  act  as  principal  of  a  grammar 
scliool  in  Milford.  After  the  loss  of  one  week,  the  school 
was  re-opened  in  charge  of  a  youthful  undergraduate  from 
Harvard  College,  inexperienced  in  teaching.  The  excellent 
discipline  and  quiet  order  which  had  prevailed  were  not  at 
first  maintained;  the  style  of  instruction  was  less  clear  and 
calm;  and,  in  consequence  of  the  change,  the  first  three  or 
four  weeks  of  the  school  were  not  of  much  value,  if,  indeed, 
the  school  held  its  own.  But,  by  special  and  persevering 
efforts,  a  better  state  was  secured,  and  the  school  has  since 
sustained  a  fair  character.  The  scholars  have  advanced  more 
pages  than  the  average  of  the  schools  of  its  grade.  At  the 
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closing  examination,  the  arrangements  were  admirable;  the 
recitations,  generally  prompt  and*  correct ;  the  explanations 
in  arithmetic,  with  a  few  exceptions,  in  which  the  principles 
and  reasons  were  not  given,  were  substantially  correct; 
reading,  very  good ;  grammar  and  analysis,  respectable ;  science 
of  common  things,  very  good ;  history,  also ;  declamations, 
compositions,  map-drawings  and  writing,  all  very  creditable ; 
and  the  perfect  order  which  prevailed  added  to  the  interest. 
Altogether,  it  was  a  very  pleasant  and  satisfactory  examination, 
considering  the  foregoing  facts. 

Intermediate.  —  Most  of  the  scholars  have  made  good 
progress;  and,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  who  did  not  at  all 
times  cheerfully  yield  to  the  regulations  and  discipline,  the 
deportment  has  been  correct.  The  instruction  was  thorough ; 
some  would  say  too  much  time  was  spent  on  short  lessons,  and 
that  the  classes  should  advance  more  rapidly.  The  public 
examination  was  excellent,  particularly  in  the  reading  exer¬ 
cises —  uncommon  accuracy  in  every  fundamental  element  of 
good  reading  being  exhibited.  In  none  of  the  exercises  was 
there  any  failure,  of  note,  on  the  part  of  any  who  had  been 
long  connected  with  the  school. 

Primary.  —  A  full  school;  many  of  the  scholars  had  never 
before  attended  school ;  the  teacher,  a  recent  graduate  of  the 
•High  School.  After  a  few  weeks,  during  which  both  teacher 
and  scholars  were  becoming  accustomed  to  their  new  relations 
and  position,  the  school  was  well  organized,  and  kept  under 
good  discipline.  The  classes  have  been  well  drilled  and 
thoroughly  taught ;  some  of  them  have  made  more  than  average 
progress.  The  public  examination,  in  all  respects  interesting, 

"  4 

exhibited  promptness,  and  almost  perfect  accuracy  in  every 
recitation.  The  singing,  and  other  devotional  exercises,  in 
which  the  school  repeated  the  Ten  Commandments,  in  concert, 
with  excellent  effect,  together  with  those  performances  in  the 
intervals,  were  very  appropriate  and  gratifying. 
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SECOND  DISTRICT. 

A  mixed  school  numbering  fifty  scholars,  divided  into  twenty 
classes,  of  all  grades,  from 'alphabet  to  algebra.  The  organiza¬ 
tion  has  been  as  perfect  as  practicable,  and  the  programme  for 
the  week  arranged,  and  placed  upon  the  blackboard.  To  meet 
the  demands  of  so  many  classes,  the  geography  and  grammar 
classes  have  been  assigned  to  alternate  days ;  and  writing  to 
the  most  convenient  days.  The  discipline  of  the  school  has 
been  firm,  equitable,  and  effective,  and  generally  of  a  kind  and 
winning  spirit.  All  cases  of  obstinacy  have  been  met  with 
decision,  and,  in  most  cases,  subdued  by  conciliation.  The 
instruction  has  been  clear  and  scholarly;  —  varied  in  style, 
and  comprehensive  in  range,  —  adapted  to  give  an  insight  into 
the  subjects,  apart  from  the  forms  and  phrases  of  the  books  — 
the  recitations  patient  and  thorough.  Industry,  constancy; 
cheerfulness,  have  characterized  the  daily  routine.  The  tasks 
required  have  been  within  the  ability  of  the  diligent  and  docile; 
but  too  great  to  allow  any  indolence  or  stupidity.  A  school 
thus  managed  must  prosper,  if  it  eujoys  the  frank  and  judicious 
co-operation  of  the  parents  and  friends  of  the  scholars. 

The  examinations  have  exhibited  substantial  progress. 
The  closing  examination,  in  particular,  was  very  thorough, 
comprehensive,  and  satisfactory.  All  the  classes  bore  the  tests, 
and  proved,  by  their  prompt  answers  and  explanations,  that 
they  had  been  thoroughly  instructed  in  all  parts  of  their  les- * 
sons,  and  that  they  did  not  depend  upon  memory  alone  for 
their  answers.  The  singing  and  declamations  were  happily 
introduced.  A  large  and  appreciative  audience  evidently 
enjoyed  this  very  superior  examination  and  exhibition. 

% 

THIRD  DISTRICT. 

The  schools  in  this  district  began  the  year  in  the  same 
rooms  as  last  year,  and  with  a  change  of  only  two  teachers  — 
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one  in  the  grammar,  and  one  in  the  lower  intermediate. 
Before  the  close  of  the  Summer  term,  the  two  primary 
schools  were  suspended,  for  want  of  school-rooms,  from  July 
4th  to  December.  When  the  new  school-house  was  opened, 
with  two  neat  and  cheerful  rooms,  one  was  occupied  by  the 
primary,  under  Miss  Raymond,  and  the  other  by  the  lower 
intermediate,  removed  from  the  lower  room  of  the  old  school- 
house. 

At  this  date,  it  was  necessary  to  re-grade  all  the  schools  in 
this  District.  After  gathering  into  the  grammar  school,  from 
the  intermediate,  all  who  were  qualified,  even  at  a  low  standard, 
to  enter,  the  numbers  in  the  other  schools  were  equalized  as 
nearly  as  practicable ;  and  they  were  all  full,  averaging  about 
sixty  to  each  school.  Soon  after  a  number  more  crowded  into 
the  upper  schools,  having  been  released  from  employment  by 
the  suspension  of  work  in  the  “nailors’”  department  of  the 
iron  works.  These  the  teachers  were  requested  to  benefit  all 
they  could  during  the  probably  short  time  they  would  remain 
in  the  schools,  which  request  was  cheerfully  complied  with. 

r 

/ 

Grammar  Department.  —  At  the  beginning  of  the  Summer 
term,  there  were  not  scholars  enough  in  this  department  to 
make  a  u  live  ”  school,  there  being  present  at  the  time  of  my 
several  visits,  only  14,  17,  21,  26.  For  the  Winter  ferm  it 
was  resolved  to  fill  up  the  school,  if  possible,  and  numbers 
were  added  as  stated  above.  Since  then  this  has  been  a  com¬ 
paratively  full  school,  though  some  of  the  classes  were  not 
advanced  to  a  desirable  standard  for  a  grammar  school.  This 
made  the  perfect  organization  of  the  school  more  difficult, 
increased  the  labors  of  the  teacher,  and  somewhat  detracted 
from  the  visible  success  of  the  school. 

The  discipline  of  this  school  has  been,  so  far  as  has 
appeared,  kind  and  effective ;  the  instruction  faithful  and 
accurate,  and  the  progress  as  great  as  could  be  reasonably 
expected  in  the  circumstances.  . 
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The  examination  of  those  who  had  been  in  the  school 
through  the  year  was  very  good;  in  philosophy,  national 
arithmetic,  grammar  and  analysis,  also  in  geography  and  Col¬ 
burn’s  arithmetic,  it  was  creditable;  the  reading  was  good; 
the  classes  in  common  school  arithmetic,  which  had  been  in 
the  school  only  a  part  of  the  year,  did  not  perform  so  well. 

The  Intermediate,  Mrs.  Nash,  Teacher,  exhibited  good  con¬ 
duct,  thorough  and  faithful  instruction,  and  substantial  progress. 
Promptness  and  dispatch  pervade  all  of  this  school,  and  a 
cheerful  atmosphere  seems  to  fill  the  room.  The  time  and 
energies  6f  the  teacher  have  been  severely  taxed  during  the 
latter  part  of  the  year,  and  some  critical  matters  connected 
with  the  studies  have  been  crowded  out.  The  examination 
was  a  satisfactory  exhibition  of  the  school,  as  it  has  been  from 
day  to  day,  and  creditable  to  all. 

Intermediate,  Miss  H.  E.  Bates.  —  This  school  moved  to  the 
new  school-house  in  December,  and  since  then  has  been  one  of 
the  most  perfectly-managed  schools  of  its  grade.  A  clear 
perception  of  what  is  desirable  in  a  school,  an  apparently  easy 
and  cheerful  discipline,  facility  and  dispatch  in  teaching  all  that 
legitimately  belongs  to  the  lessons,  no  complaint  of  “  want  of 
time  ”*to  do  all  that  is  required,  and  variety,  vivacity,  in  the 
daily  performances,  are  prominent  features.  There  are  fewer 
advanced  scholars  in  this  school  than  in  some  others  of  its 
grade ;  those  in  mental  arithmetic  are  not  yet  sufficiently 
familiar  with  the  tables,  many  being  but  little  more  advanced 
than  the  higher  classes  in  some  of  the  primary  schools,  and 
their  recitations  at  the  closing  examination  were  embarrassed 
some  by  that  defect;  but  in  all  that  pertains  to*  reading,  and 
in  geography,  and  written  arithmetic,  the  recitations  were 
superior.  The  singing,  declamations,  and  the  class  evolutions; 
conspired  to  make  the  occasion  exceedingly  interesting. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  any  of  the  children  were  absent 
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for  want  of  fine  clothes.  Clean  and  tidy  dresses,  if  they  are 
plain,  are  always  respectable  in  such  a  school. 

The  two  Primary  schools,  while,  in  the  disagreeable  rooms 
heretofore  occupied,  were  as  good  as  could  be  expected  in  the 
circumstances.  Since  they  were  moved  to  better  quarters 
they  have  almost  changed  their  identity.  The  one  in  the  new 
school-house,  especially,  would  scarcely  be  recognized.  .  Both 
schools  are  well  regulated  and  faithfully  instructed ;  and  though 
they  have  had  but  short  terms  this  year,  it  is  believed  the 
results  are  such  as  should  commend  the  schools  to  continued 
confidence. 

These  schools  are  still  in  session,  and  will  close  March  17, 
when  there  is  good  reason  to  expect  very  interesting  and 
satisfactory  examinations. 


FOURTH  DISTRICT. 

Intermediate.  —  The  discipline  of  this  school  has  been 
strict  and  firm ;  the  average  deportment,  good. 

Perfect  lessons  have  been  required,  and  generally,  so  far  as 
regards  the  letter  of  the  text-books,  the  recitations  have  been 
prompt  and  with  dispatch.  If  the  rate  of  progress  had  been 
greater,  and  a  more  varied  Style  of  teaching  had  been  practiced, 
tending  to  break  up  the  monotony,  and  what  savored  too  much 
of  the  stereotyped  form,  the  interest  of  the  scholars  would 
have  been  better  sustained,  and  their  knowledge  would  be  less 
dependent  on  the  forms  of  statement  in  the  books. 

The  average  attendance  has  been  low;  only  eleven,  fourteen, 
and  twenty-one,  have  been  found  present  at  some  of  my  visits,  in 
good  weather;  an  unusual  amount  of  “billets”  accumulated  in 
the  teacher’s  desk.  Some  complaint  was  made  of  the  severity 
of  the  discipline,  —  that  it  was  rather  repulsive  than  con¬ 
ciliatory. 

At  the  public  examination,  some  good  recitations  were  given 
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✓ 


in  reading,  spelling,  geography,  grammar,  arithmetic,  and 
history;  the  lower  classes  in  reading  were  uncommonly 
deficient. 

Primary  Department.  —  This  has  been  a  full  school,  the 
average  attendance  being  more  than  double  that  of  the  inter¬ 
mediate  ;  and  the  two  having  been  graded  at  the  beginning  of 
the  year,  it  was  thought  not  desirable,  for  special  reasons,  to 
change. 

In  all  respects,  this  has  been  a  pleasant  and  successful 
school.  The  willing  and  patient  labors  of  the  teacher  have 
been  duly  seconded  by  the  scholars  and  their  friends.  Much 
care  has  been  taken  to  teach  the  elements  of  reading 
correctly.  The  full  tones  of  voice,  the  clear  and  correct 
utterance,  and  diversity  of  information  exhibited  by  the  leading 
classes,  were  noticeable.  The  public  examination  was  very 
satisfactory,  and  justly  commended. 


FIFTH  DISTRICT. 

9 

In  this  district,  there  have  been  three  good  schools.  The 
school-rooms  are  convenient,  and,  in  the  main,  comfortable ; 
though  the  school-house  and  its  surroundings  showed  some 
neglect  and  marks  of  violence. 

Grammar  Department.  —  This  has  been  a  full  school,  and  of 
*  ,  ^ 
a  grade  above  the  average  of  the  grammar  schools  in  town. 

No  one  has  more  severely  taxed  the  energy  and  skill  of  the 
teacher.  A  class  of  boys  who  had  been  out  of  school  for  a 
season,  came  in  during  the  Winter  term;  and  it  was  not  easy 
to  maintain  perfect  order  in  school,  and  propriety  of  deport¬ 
ment  around  the  premises.  The  general  order,  however,  has 

• 

been  good,  the  tone  cheerful  and  pleasant,  and  the  instruction 
clear,  critical,  and  thorough,  and  of  the  most  approved  style. 
The  school  has  always  been  found  doing  well.  The  closing 
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examination  was  excellent ;  the  explanations  in  arithmetic  and 
algebra  were  clear,  logical,  and  full;  the  performances  in 
grammar  and  analysis,  and  in  geography,  including  some  fine 
map-drawings,  were  very  good ;  less  attention  had  been  given 
to  reading  and  Colburn’s  arithmetic  than  would  have  been,  but 
for  the  press  of  studies  and  classes.  The  writing-books  were 
excellent. 

The  two  Primary  schools  seem  to  have  been  cast  in  the 
same  mould.  The  lower,  numbering  thirty-seven  scholars,  and 
the  upper,  with  forty-nine,  have  been  faithfully  instructed  and 
disciplined.  A  little  inaccuracy,  and  too  much  prompting, 
which  were  noticed  in  the  early  part  of  the  year,  disappeared  ; 
and  then  clearness,  animation,  and  dispatch,  with  a  fair  variety 
in  the  style,  were  features  in  these  schools. 

The  closing  examinations  were  legitimate  results  of  the 
previous  labors,  and  very  satisfactory ;  and,  interspersed  with 
appropriate  singing  and  speaking,  were  listened  to  with  marked 
interest.  In  the  upper  primary,  especially,  the  mark  aimed  at 
was  perfection;  and  the  general  character  of  the  school 
approximated  the  mark.  Duly  appreciating  the  labors  of  the 
teacher,  the  school,  at  the  close,  made  her  a  beautiful  present 
of  a  silver  knife. 

SIXTH  DISTRICT. 

The  Sixth  District  has  been  fortunate  in  the  teachers;  the 

/ 

school-rooms  are  neat,  well-kept,  and  comfortable. 

■ 

The  Grammar  department,  in  charge  of  a  competent  female 
teacher,  a  graduate  of  the  Normal  School  at  Framingham,  has 
been  easily  governed,  and  skillfully  instructed.  Uninterrupted 
harmony,  cheerfulness,  and  good-will  seem  to  have  prevailed  ; 
and  the  most  happy  relations  have  existed  between  teacher 
and  pupils.  The  success  of  this  school  has  been  complete ; 

i 

unless  we  except  the  fact  that  the  average  attendance  was  low, 
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and  excuses  were  superabundant.  The  examination,  attended 
by  a  crowd  of  friends,  has  not  been  surpassed  by  any  school 
of  its  grade.  The  classes  in  algebra,  national  and  common 
arithmetic,  Colburn,  geography,  grammar  and  analysis,  and 
reading,  and  spelling,  all  sustained  themselves  throughout, 
under  the  severest  tests ;  some  superior  declamations  filled 
the  intervals.  Every  scholar  performed  well,  and  nothing 
seemed  to  have  been  neglected  essential  to  a  perfect  school. 

The  Primary  department  secured  the  services  of  the  same 
faithful  and  successful  teacher  as  last  year,  who  continued 
through  the  year,  except  about  three  months  in  the  Fall,  when, 
she  being  disabled  by  a  fit  of  sickness,  her  place  was  occupied 
by  Miss  Jennie  Fairbanks,  a  recent  graduate  of  our  High 
School,  in  whose  charge  the  good  organization  and  deportment 
of  the  school  were  preserved.  Cheerfulness,  vivacity,  and  a 
varied  style  of  teaching  have  been  prominent  features  in  this 
school.  The  average  attendance  has  been  low  during  the 
Winter  term,  and  owing  to  this  the  public  examination  was  not 
so  perfect  as  was  expected;  yet  there  were  many  excellent 
recitations  in  reading,  and  in  the  elements  of  mental  arith¬ 
metic  and  geography. 
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SEVENTH  DISTRICT. 

Intermediate.  —  Special  efforts  were  made  to  increase  the 
number  and  general  average  of  attendants,  and  with  some 
success.  Some  faults  in  the  discipline,  and  the  mode  of  con¬ 
ducting  recitations,  were  noticed  in  the  Summer  term :  as  too 
much  prompting,  and  talking  to  the  classes  in  a  manner  to 
stifle  thought  and  confuse  the  mind,  and  possibly  to  provoke 
resentment.  In  respect  to  these,  there  has  been  improvement 
during  the  last  term.  The  Summer  examination  was,  in  some 
respects,  good,  and  generally  fair  in  its  character.  In  the 
Winter  term  the  school  was  much  improved;  the  order  and 
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recitations  were  in  the  main  satisfactory.  The  examination 
was  very  creditable,  particularly  in  Colburn’s  Arithmetic,  in  a 
part  of  the  reading  exercises,  in  geography,  and  writing ;  and 
in  written  arithmetic  there  were  some  very  good  recitations, 
with  clear  and  logical  explanations,  though  in  this,  as  in  some 
others,  there  were  unexpected  failures.  There  was  but  one,  and 
that  a  small  grammar  class,  of  beginners.  A  number  absented 
themselves  from  examination,  thirty-five  only  being  present  out 
of  fifty-eight,  who,  till  then,  had  been  connected  with  the  school. 
This  ranks  with  the  average  of  the  intermediate  schools  in 
town. 

Primary  Department, — Mrs.  Morrell,  Teacher.  —  This  has 
been  really  more  than  a  primary  school.  Numbering  seventy- 
eight  scholars,  with  two  classes  advanced  to  the  average  of 
intermediate  classes,  it  has  required  and  received  a  large 
amount  of  labor,  cheerfully  performed.  With  skill  and  good 
executive  qualities  at  the  head,  every  part  has  been  well  sus¬ 
tained.  The  order  and  drill  have  been  excellent ;  the  instruc- 
tion  accurate,  varied,  and  efficient ;  the  progress  great. 

The  public  examination  presented  an  interesting  variety, 
including  well-delivered  declamations,  a  neat  address  of  wel¬ 
come  to  the  Superintendent,  singing,  Ac.,  all  of  which  were 
duly  appreciated.  It  is  announced  with  regret  that  this  teacher 
resigns. 


EIGHTH  DISTRICT. 

.Intermediate.  —  The  discipline  of  this  school  has  been 
sustained  with  kindness  and  gentleness  combined  with  firm¬ 
ness  ;  the  order  in  school,  and  the  general  deportment  of  the 
scholars,  has  been  uniformly  good;  the  tone  and  aspect  cheer¬ 
ful  and  happy,  the  ’  instruction  clear,  thorough,  and  scholarly. 
Much  has  been  done  to  stimulate  the  pupils,  by  worthy  motives, 
to  industry  and  application.  The  examination  presented 
evidence  that  very  much  had  been  accomplished.  The  explana- 
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tions  in  written  arithmetic  were  given  by  the  scholars  with 
unusual  clearness  and  precision;  the  writing-books  and 
map-drawings  were  neat  and  in  good  taste ;  declamations  and 
singing  filled  the  intervals.  All  were  happily  surprised  at  the 
close  by  one  of  the  young  misses  coming  forward,  and,  in  a 
neat  speech,  presenting  a  beautiful  photograph  album  to  the 
teacher,  as  a  gift  of  affection  from  the  school. 

Primary.  —  Miss  Sprague  has  had  charge  of  this  school  for 
three  consecutive  years,  and  her  faithful  and  conscientious 
labors  have  been  duly  appreciated.  The  previous  character  of 
the  school  has  been  sustained  during  the  past  year.  The 
public  examination  in  reading,  spelling,  and  the  first  steps  in 
mental  arithmetic-  and  geography,  interspersed,  as  usual, 
with  singing  and  other  appropriate  exercises,  furnished  a 
pleasing  entertainment  to  those  who  love  children,  and  enjoy 
their  happiness  and  prosperity.  There  was  less  to  show  in 
this  school  at  the  close,  in  consequence  of  advancing  the  upper 
class  to  the  intermediate  department  at  the  beginning  of  the 
Winter  term. 

Randolph-Street  Mixed  School.  —  This  school  has  had 
two  public  examinations  —  one  at  the  close  of  each  term  — 
both  of  which  were  indicative  of  prosperity  and  success ;  and 
such  has  been  its  condition  at  each  visit  of  the  Superintendent. 
The  necessarily  large  number  of  classes  requires  promptness 
and  dispatch,  and  these  qualities  have  been  manifest.  The 
explanations  in  written  arithmetic  were  clear  and  accurate. 
The  average  attendance  and  the  number  of  scholars  were  the 
same,  both  summer  and  winter.  In  all  respects,  the  course  of 
this  school  seems  to  have  run  smoothly. 

Seventh  and  Eighth  Grammar, — Mr.  Woodman,  Teacher. — 
rIhis  school  has  been  unusually  full  this  year,  sixty  in  all,  and 
the  average  the  highest  in  town;  not  well  situated  as  to  school- 
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room,  sometimes  annoyed  by  smoke,  once  interrupted  by  sick¬ 
ness  of  teacher,  —  otherwise  it  has  fully  sustained  its  former 
high  character.  It  is  equally  unnecessary  to  speak  in  its  praise, 
or  to  criticise.  Suffice  it  to  say,  a  large  number  attend ;  and 
those  who  attend,  work,  and  cannot  pass  their  time  there 
smoothly  without  attending  promptly  to  the  school  duties,  and 
conforming  to  its  discipline.  They  are  not  allowed  to  skim 
over  the  studies ;  but  are  expected  to  understand  so  far  as 
they  advance,  and  to  be  able  to  answer  any  appropriate  ques¬ 
tions,  and  to  give  suitable  explanations  concerning  the  lessons 

,  i 

to  which  they  have  attended,  and  with  verbal  and  logical 
accuracy. 

No  complaint  has  come  to  the  Superintendent  of  any  severity 
in  the  discipline  or  requirements  of  the  school.  It  is  presumed 
that  prompt  and  faithful  scholars  have  no  occasion  to  make  any. 
If  any  feel  that  they  have,  they  can,  with  a  little  philosophy, 
offset  their  present  trials  by  the  profit  in  the  future  resulting 
from  them. 

None  can  truly  call  in  question  the  ability,  fidelity,  and  con¬ 
scientiousness  of  the  teacher,  or  the  superior  excellence  and 
value  of  the  school  to  all  who  enjoy  and  faithfully  improve  its 
privileges.  It  has  ever  been  a  model  to  other  schools  of  its 
grade,  and  tended  to  improve  the  style  and  raise  the  standard 
in  them.  Reading,  writing,  arithmetic,  grammar,  and  history, 
have  been  taught  in  the  most  efficient  and  exhaustive  manner; 
and  in  these  branches  the  scholars  gave,  at  the  closing  examina¬ 
tion,  some  of  the  most  perfect  recitations  ever  listened  to. 
Where  all  were  good,  it  is  not  easy  to  distinguish;  but  some  of 
the  exercises  in  reading  and  in  grammar,  also  in  arithmetic 
•  (e.  g.  the  explanation  of  alligation,  the  square  and  cube  roots, 

progression,  &c.,  &c.),  were  so  very  fine  that  they  could  not 
pass  unnoticed.  This  school  illustrates  the  advantage  of 
diminishing  the  number  of  studies  and  classes,  so  that  every 
recitation  can  be  made  a  thorough  and  patient  one. 
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NINTH  DISTRICT. 

The  arrangement  of  the  school-rooms  in  this  district  is  not 
favorable.  Five  schools,  including  nearly  three  hundred 
scholars,  all  in  one  building,  using  only  one  entrance  and  one 
school-yard,  are  so  connected  as  to  be  almost  vitally  alfected 
by  each  other,  and  more  or  less  disturbed  even  when  all  are 
in  respectable  discipline  and  order  —  much  more  if  these  are 
lacking  in  any  or  all  of  the  departments.  It  might  be  better, 
if  the  general  government  of  all  these  schools  could  be  to 
some  extent  with  one  competent  master;  and,  also,  if  there 

0 

could  be  two  separate  entrances  to  the  building,  and  separate 
yards  for  the  larger  and  smaller  scholars. 

Grammar  Department.  •  During  the  first  twenty-eight  weeks, 

this  school,  in  charge  of  one  who  had  been  instructed  in  the 

High  School,  and  who  subsequently  had  taught  in  town,  was  in 

excellent  condition.  The  discipline  was  quiet  and  firm;  the 

order,  satisfactory;  the  instruction,  lucid,  logical,  thorough, — 

in  few  words,  and  adapted  to  awaken  thought,  and  make  the 

scholars  understand  principles  and  reasons  and  to  state  them. 

The  number  in  attendance  was  small  in  the  Summer  term, — not 

more  than  twenty-five  ordinarily  being  seen  when  the  school 

was  visited.  It  considerably  increased  during  the  first  half 

of  the  Winter  term,  by  introducing  some  from  other  schools,  and 

• 

by  the  return  of  some  who  had  been  out  of  school  for  a  season. 

Mr.  Torrey  resigned,  to  go  into  business ;  and  was  succeeded 
by  a  young  man  from  Randolph,  who  had  never  taught  before* 
There  was  a  marked  change  in  the  character  of  the  school ; 
the  discipline  and  good  order  were  not  maintained,  especially 
during  the  first  three  or  four  weeks,  and  the  school  was  some-  ' 
what  confused  and  mixed  up.  By  special  efforts,  a  better  state 
of  discipline,  though  still  imperfect,  was  secured.  The  instruc¬ 
tion,  iii  some  respects  efficient,  and  given  kindly,  and  with 
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zeal  and  enthusiasm,  was  rather  wordy  —  not  always  accurate 
or  comprehensive. 

The  examination,  somewhat  disturbed  by  talking,  exhibited 
some  good  recitations,  and  more  poor  ones.  The  explanations 
of  examples  and  subjects  were  deficient;  and  the  recitations 
which  did  not  drag  were  too  much  from  word  memory.  A 
more  thorough  review  would  have  improved  the  examination. 

The  position  was  really  a  difficult  one  for  an  inexperienced 
teacher,  whose  qualifications  would  be  improved  by  a  term  or 
two  in  a  normal  school. 

Upper  Intermediate.  —  Miss  Leach  labored  indefatigably 
during  the  Summer  term,  and  with  very  decided  success. 

“  Having  got  the  school  just  where  she  wanted  it,”  her  health  4 
gave  out,  early  in  the  Winter  term;  and,  after  teaching  about 
seven  weeks,  with  the  aid  of  a  substitute  from  one  of  the 
suspended  schools  in  the  Third  District,  and  with  continued 
success,  she  was  obliged  to  resign,  deeply  regretted.  A 
change  of  teachers,  in  December,  resulted  in  a  change  in  the 
condition  of  the  school,  which  was  not  favorable ;  the  discipline 
was  not  steady  and  effective ;  the  order  varied,  and,  though 
sometimes  respectable,  was  not  always  such  as  to  make  the 
act  of  teaching  easy  and  pleasant.  Too  much  annoyed  by 
those  who  were  more  ready  to  play  than  study,  the  teacher’s 
patience  did  not  always  prove  to  be  inexhaustible;  and  much 
time  was  lost  in  efforts  to  secure  better  deportment.  Hence, 
though  her  literary  qualifications  are  superior,  and  her  percep¬ 
tion  of  a  subject,  and  her  ability  to  state  it  clearly,  of  a  high 
order,  yet  this  teacher’s  success  in  this  school  was  not  so  great 
as  was  anticipated. 

»  _ 

Lower  Intermediate.  —  This  school  has  been  well  governed 
and  faithfully  taught.  Diligence,  constancy,  and  indefatigable 
industry,  have  been  daily  characteristics.  The  cheerful  and 
active  scholars  have  been  led  on  with  alacrity,  while,  to  the 
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dull,  or  indolent,  line  upon  line  and  precept  upon  precept  have 
been  administered  to  make  them  understand.  Those  parents 
who  have  co-operated  with  the  teacher  have  good  reason  to  be 
satisfied  with  the  progress  of  their  children.  The  examination, 
in  all  respects  a  good  one,  was  in  some  things  highly  commend¬ 
able. 

0 

This  school  has  suffered,  in  cold  weather,  in  common  with 
others  in  this  district,  by  the  rooms  not  being  sufficiently 
warmed  early  in  the  day. 

Primary,  —  Miss  Bailey,  Teacher.  —  A  large,  and,  in  some 
respects,  difficult  school  for  this  teacher.  Some  time  lost  by 
cold  room  and  ill-health ;  and  progress  retarded  by  irregular 
.  attendance.  As  soon  as  practicable,  the  number  was  reduced 
from  seventy-nine  to  about  sixty  scholars,  and  the  classes 
arranged  in  the  best  working  order  —  regard  being  had  both 
to  the  ability  and  regularity  of  the  pupils.  Abating  a  little 
for  incidental  evils,  the  school  has  been  a  good  one.  The 
order  has  been  good,  in  the  main,  and  sustained  with  kindness; 
the  teaching  and  drill,  substantially  accurate  and  faithful.  In 
some  schools  there  is  more  dispatch,  yet  few  of  this  grade 
have  made  more  progress  than  some  of  the  classes  in  this. 

The  examination  was  well  arranged,  and  creditable  to  all. 

Primary,  —  Miss  Adlington,  Teacher.  —  This  school,  since 
equalizing  the  number  of  scholars  between  it  and  the  other 
primary,  has  been  crowded,  in  the  small  room  it  occupied ;  and 
,  consequently  could  not  be  handled  so  easily  and  perfectly,  as 
one  needs,  to  make  the  best  appearance ;  but  it  has  been  well 
conducted.  Cheerfulness,  kindness,  vivacity,  earnest  devotion 
to  the  school,  have  presided  here,  and  given  tone  to  the  very 
atmosphere  of  the  room.  The  interest  felt  in  the  children  has 
sustained  a  corresponding  interest  on  their  part,  and  made  the 
mutual  relations  pleasant;  —  the  discipline  and  deportment 
being  uniformly  excellent;  the  instruction,  frequently  varied 
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with  appropriate  and  enlivening  singing,  and  other  exercises, 
faithful  and  thorough ;  the  drill,  accurate ;  the  progress,  in 
some  cases,  remarkable.  This  has  been  one  of  the  most  satis¬ 
factory  primary  schools;  and  the  closing  examination  was 
perfect,  for  one  of  its  grade,  in  all  the  exercises. 


TENTH  DISTRICT. 

K  -  '  '  .  .  '  t 

Intermediate.  —  The  order  has  been  excellent  during  the 
year,  —  the  school  “  atmosphere”  quiet,  calm,  peaceful.  A 
little  lack  of  thoroughness  and  efficiency  in  the  teaching, 
especially  of  arithmetic,  writing,  and  reading,  which  was 
noticed  in  the  early  part  of  the  year,  disappeared ;  and  since 
then  the  school  has  steadily  improved.  The  closing  examina¬ 
tion,  opened  by  the  very  impressive  rehearsal,  by  the  school 
in  concert,  of  choice  selections  of  psalms  and  the  decalogue,  and 
enlivened  from  time  to  time  with  appropriate  songs,  was  credit¬ 
able, —  in  some  respects  superior.  In  Colburn,  geography, 
grammar,  and  spelling,  the  recitations  were  thorough  and 
satisfactory.  In  written  arithmetic,  some  of  the  scholars 
failed  to  comprehend  and  explain  the  subject ;  others  seemed 
to  be  well  drilled.  In  addition  to  the  regular  exercises,  a 
very  excellent  recitation  from  oral  instruction  in  physiology 
was  given  by  the  whole  school,  exhibiting  considerable  elemen¬ 
tary  knowledge  of  this  most  practical  science. 

Primary.  —  This  school,  in  charge  of  the  same  teacher  as 
in  several  former  years,  has,  so  far  as  known,  enjoyed  the 
confidence  of  parents  and  friends.  Nothing  out  of  the  usual 
course  has  occurred.  Good  order,  gentle  and  firm  discipline, 
•  prompt  and  varied  instruction,  with  a  fair  average  of  progress, 
are  the  principle  features.  Had  there  been  more  accuracy  and 
vivacity  it  would  have  been  more  satisfactory. 

The  closing  examination  was  made  very  interesting  by  the 
very  appropriate  opening  exercises  of  Bible  recitations  and 
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singing ;  some  of  the  class  exercises  were  good,  others  were 
defective,  and  the  general  average  not  quite  equal  to  some  of 
the  former  examinations  in  this  school. 

ELEVENTH  DISTRICT. 

Intermediate.  —  This  school  was  not  found  at  my  first  visit 
in  perfect  order,  nor  well  graded  and  organized;  and,  the 
teacher  being  young  and  inexperienced,  though  possessed  of 
ample  literary  qualifications,  needed  advice.  It  was  difficult, 
after  so  long  time,  to  effectually  remedy  the  disorder,  and 
remove  unfavorable  impressions ;  some  of  the  scholars  had 
too  little  respect  for  themselves,  or  the  teacher,  or  both,  to 
conduct  with  propriety;  and  the  school  struggled  on  at  a 
disadvantage.  The  industry,  earnestness,  and  energy  of  the 
teacher,  with  her  ability  and  skill  to  teach,  deserve  success  ; 
and,  if  combined  with  a  sedate  and  equable  carriage,  would 
succeed.  Those  scholars  who  have  carried  into  the  school  a 
spirit  of  docility  and  diligence,  sustained  by  parental  co-opera¬ 
tion,  have  made  very  good  progress,  and  at  the  examination 
appeared  well  in  their  recitations  and  deportment;  if  any 
have  failed,  the  blame  should  be  distributed  with  wise  dis¬ 
crimination  among  those  who  are  responsible  for  it.  Those 
with  whom  the  scholars  mingle  out  of  school  do  much  towards 
giving  character  to  the  school,  either  by  helping  or  hindering 
the  work  of  the  teacher,  both  in  disciplining  and  instructing 
the  school. 

Primary  Department.  —  This  school,  like  the  intermediate, 
was  in  inexperienced  hands,  imperfectly  organized  and  graded, 
and  in  disorder.  The  advice  and  suggestions  given  to  the 
teacher  were  promptly  acted  upon,  and  at  each  succeeding 
visit  the  school  was  found  in  an  improved  condition.  The 
order  became  quite  good,  and  the  general  condition  prosper¬ 
ous.  The  closing  examination  was  a  pleasant  one.  The 
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school  was  very  neatly  handled,  the  evolutions  of  the  classes 

being  perfect,  and  the  prompt  and  accurate  recitations 

evinced  careful  drill  and  varied  instruction. 

* 

The  school-rooms  in  this  district,  particularly  the  lower 
room,  have  been  in  a  very  uncomfortable  condition  during  the 
latter  part  of  the  term.  If  the  friends  would  step  in  often  to 
see  the  school,  and  manifest  a  frank  and  active  sympathy  with 
the  teachers,  they  and  their  children  would  be  mutually 
benefited. 

The  High  School,  as  in  former  years,  under  its  present 
very  laborious  and  accomplished  teacher,  has  held  on  its  way, 
through  heat  and  cold,  wet  and  dry ;  and,  though  some  of  the 
scholars  travel  more  than  three  miles  daily  to  reach  the  school, 
and  nearly  all  two  miles  or  more,  yet  a  respectable  number 
have  continued  regularly  in  attendance  through  the  year. 
Some  who  were  ornaments  in  the  school  have  left,  on  account 
of  the  practical  impossibility  of  going  so  far.  For  the 
same  reason,  many  others,  who  desire  and  need  the  privi¬ 
leges  of  the  High  School,  have  remained  out  of  school, 
leaving  their  education  unfinished ;  others  have  remained  in 
the  grammar  schools ;  and  others  still  have  paid  tuition  and 
travelling  expenses  out  of  town,  or  in  private  schools,  —  to  the 
number,  so  far  as  ascertained,  of  thirty  out  of  town,  and  at  an 
expense  of  a  thousand  dollars  or  more.  The  number  in  town 
who  are  suitable  to  enter  this  school,  including  those  now  in 
it,  is  not  less  than  eighty  or  ninety. 

The  actual  attendance,  in  the  Summer  term,  was  thirty-nine ; 
of  these,  ten  came  from  South  Weymouth,  twenty-eight  from 
the  north  part  of  the  town,  and  one  from  due  east.  In  the 
Winter  term,  the  number  was  thirty-three ;  of  whom  six  came 
from  South  Weymouth,  and  twenty-seven  from  the  north  and 
east  parts  of  the  town.  The  distance  travelled  by  all  from  the 
north  part  of  the  town  has,  with  one  exception,  been  two  miles 
and  upwards,  and  those  from  the  south  have  travelled  from 
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nearly  two  to  three  miles ,*  all  who  have  attended  the 
school  have  travelled  an  average  of  two  miles,  or  more. 
Leaving  out  of  account  these  facts,  and  suppressing  the  feeling 
of  regret  they  occasion,  it  can  be  truly  said  of  the  school,  it  is 
a  good  school,  —  perfectly  organized  on  the  same  basis,  and 
with  the  same  course  of  study,  as  in  former  years ;  thoroughly 
drilled,  and  faithfully  taught.  If  some  other  useful  studies 
could  be  included  in  the  course,  without  increasing  the  labor, 
it  would  be  an  improvement.  If  any  have  felt  that  the  disci¬ 
pline  and  studies  were  severe,  many  willing  and  cheerful 
scholars  have  not  sympathized  in  that  feeling.  A  tight  rein 
troubles  only  the  wayward.  Whether,  in  all  cases,  wisdom 
has  been  exhausted  in  dealing  with  the  reluctant,  it  would  be 
difficult  for  one  not  behind  the  scenes  to  judge. 

Such  have  been  the  industry  and  order  of  the  school,  that  it 
has  always  been  an  entertainment  to  visit  it,  —  similar  to  that 
felt  in  a  room  full  of  active  machinery.  At  the  stroke  of  the  bell, 
the  classes  move  to  and  from  their  places  —  sometimes  three 
or  four  at  once  —  some  in  charge  of  advanced  pupils ;  others, 
of  the  principal.  When  recess-time  arrives,  the  piano  gives 
the  signal  for  singing  and  marching,  to  which  exercises  the 
school  is  carefully  drilled. 

Valuable  additions  have  been  made  to  the  library  and 
cabinet  f  portions  of  a  philosophical  apparatus  which  greatly 
facilitates  teaching  have  been  procured,  and  valuable  charts 
displayed  before  the  school. 

A  happy  and  successful  Reunion  festival,  in  August,  was  pre¬ 
pared  by  the  school,  and  followed  or  sustained  by  neat  and 
appropriate  addresses  from  several  of  the  Alumni,  prefaced  by 
a  few  remarks  by  the  Superintendent,  in  response  to  regular 
toasts,  and  enlivened  with  music  by  the  school.  The  great 
crowd  of  former  members,  and  friend?  and  citizens  generally, 
who  contributed  to  and  participated  in  the  festivities,  evidently 
experienced  great  satisfaction  on  the  occasion. 

The  closing  examination  and  exhibition  was,  in  its  principal 
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p%rts,  fully  equal,  and  in  some  respects  superior,  to  any  former 
one.  The  vast  amount  accomplished  is  truly  wonderful.  The 
recitations  were  well  sustained;  the  reading,  declamations, 
compositions,  and  singing,  were  generally  of  an  improved 
character;  the  press  of  time,  occasioning  a  hurried  feeling, 
marred  the  recitations  somewhat,  as  appeared  in  the  lack  of 
composure  in  the  scholars  and  a  flurried  style  of  reciting,  as 'if 
they  must  needs  “rush  it  through”  at  a  breath.  This  has 
resulted  from  the  obvious  fact  that  there  is  really  more  labor 
required  here  than  any  living  man  can  perform,  deliberately, 
within  the  time  allotted. 

At  the  close,  diplomas  were  presented  by  the  Chairman  of 
the  School  Committee,  Hon.  J.  W.  Loud,  to  six  —  three  young 
men  and  three  ladies  —  who  completed  the  full  course  of 
three  years.  One  young  man  also  received  a  diploma  at  the 
end  of  the  Summer  term. 
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
